Bowen  was  given  the  pin  in 
recognition  for  his  donation  of 
eight  pints  of  blood  to  the  Amer- 
ican Red  Cross  during  the  past 
two  years.  Besides  the  pin,  Bo- 
wen was  given  membership  in 
the  Red  Cross  Gallon  Club. 

“I’M  STARTING  on  my  sec- 
ond gallon  now,”  said  Bowen, 
as  he  registered  to  donate  his 
ninth  pint. 

Today  is  the  last  day  which 
students  can  donate  their  blood 
to  the  Red  Cross.  For  the  last 
two  days,  a Red  Cross  blood  col- 
lecting group  has  been  on  cam- 
pus to  assist  the  Sponsor  Corps 
in  conducting  the  semi-annual 
blood  drive. 

Donors  should  go  to  the  first 
floor  of  the  Health  Center  to  reg- 
ister. Donors  become  eligible  to 
receive  blood  from  the  Red  Cross 
as  long  as  they  are  attending 
BYU  if  they  ar  any  member  of 
their  family  needs  transfusions 
of  whole  blood. 

THE  IMPORTANCE  of  stu- 
dent’s donating  blood  was  stress- 
ed by  Orrim  Beckstrand,  Direct- 
or of  the  Intermountain  Regional 
Blood  Center  in  an  address  to 
the  Sponsor  Corps. 

“Whole  blood  and  blood  der- 
ivatives, perhaps  more  than  any- 
thing else,  hold  the  keys  to  the 
successful  treatment  of  disease 
today,”  said  Beckstrand.

Many  students,  we  think,  don’t  know  the  songs  by 
heart.

Pinegar  Notes  NSA  Purpose 
To  Serve  Colleges  is  ‘Off  Path’ 


(Continued  from  page  1) 
basic  aims  of  the  NSA  constitu- 
tion, indications  are  that  NSA 
has  “gone  off  the  beaten  path.” 

“NSA  should  return  to  its  or- 
iginal purpose  which  is  to  serve 
American  university  students  in 
an  academic  manner,  and  aid  in 
problems  of  student  govern- 
ment,” Pinegar  said.  “In  the  last 
few  years  it  seems  that  the  or- 
ganization has  begun  to  delve 
into  politics,  placing  university 
students  in  a position  to  take 
sides,  detracting  from  the  unity 
maintained  by  NSA.” 

BYU  representatives  plan  to 
present  a proposal  to  the  NSA 
regional  congress  to  be  held  in 
August,  asking  that  the  associa- 
tion return  to  its  original  purpose 
to  aid  college  students  academ- 
ically. This  proposal  will  be  pre- 
sented at  the  National  Congress 


of  NSA  where  some  350  univer- 
sities across  the  nation  will  be 
"represented. 

Already  a Colorado  university 
has  withdrawn  from  NSA.  In  a 
letter  received  by  Doug  Rhoton, 
freshman  class  president  and 
member  of  the  BYU  senate, 
Neil  L.  Keller,  Senate  secretary 
of  University  of  Denver,  cited 
reasons  for  the  university’s 
withdrawal: 

“It  is  not  only  the  Communist 
influences  which  seemed  to  ap- 
pear in  NSA,  but  the  negligent 
benefits  received  from  member- 
ship in  such  an  organization,” 
Miss  Keller  wrote. 

Pinegar  said  he  could  see  no 
reason  for  “pulling  out.”  If  NSA 
will  fulfill  its  original  purpose, 
BYU  is  willing  to  remain  a 
member  of  the  association,  sup- 
port it  and  strive  to  be  an  influ- 
ence for  good,  he  said.

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Little  Chance  of  Success 
Seen  for  Disarmament 


(EDITOR'S  NOTE:  Any  plan  for  world 
disarmament  probably  will  include  some 
kind  of  an  inspection  plan  to  insure  that 
all  parties  comply.  What  has  happened 
where  an  inspection  plan  has  been  tried? 
The  answer  is  given  in  this  dispatch  by-

ing  of  the  inspection  plan  tried  in  Korea.)  ! 

TOKYO,  MAY  12. — (UPI)  — 

Disarmament  is  one  of  the  major 
questions  to  be  discussed  at  the 
forthcoming  summit  meeting. 

If  any  disarmament  plan  must 
depend  on  free  inspection  of  all 
military  facilities  around  the 
world,  what  chance  does  it  have 
to  succeed? 

NOT  MUCH  if  we  judge  by 
what  happened  in  Korea,  where 
inspection  teams  were  blocked 
by  communists,  and  the  United 
Nations  finally  gave  up  the  at- 
tempt in  dispair. 

THE  ARMISTICE  agreement, 
which  ended  the  acual  fighting, 
specifically  limited  both  sides  to 
the  numbers  of  personnel  and 
quantites  and  types  of  material 
present  at  the  time  the  agreement 
was  signed. 

ON  THE  FACE  of  it.  the  plan 
was  simple  and  workable — fair 
to  both  sides. 

The  United  Nations  allowed 
the  neutral  nations  inspection 


teams  free  access  in  South  Korea 
to  all  incoming  and  outgoing 
shipments  of  combat  material. 
And  it  can  be  added,  that  this 
was  done  inspite  of  vigorous 
opposition  from  Republic  of 
Korea  authorities. 

FINALLY,  the  idea  had  to 
be  given  up  because  the  Com- 
munsits  would  not  permit  the 
inspection  plan  to  work,  although 
they  had  agreed  to  it  in  all 
detail  at  the  beginning. 

The  insepction  plan  failed. 

Once  the  teams  were  with- 
drawn from  both  North  and 
South  Korea,  what  happened? 

THE  COMMUNISTS  went 
ahead,  at  an  even  more  rapid 
rate,  to  violate  the  armistice 
agreement  by  moving  in  equip- 
m e n t.  They  have  greatly 
strengthened  their  air  power  in 
North  Korea  in  complete  viola- 
tion of  the  agreement.  The  Com- 
muists  are  in  a much  stronger 
position  today  than  they  were 
when  the  .fighting  halted. 

The  Communists  sabotaged  the 
inspection  plan  and  went  ahead 
to  improve  their  own  military 
position. 

This  is  what  military  men  in 
Asia  think  about  when  they 
think  about  one  attempt  to  in- 
corporate an  inspection  plan  in 
a peace  program.

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‘We  Aren’t  Liquidating,’ 
Pres,  McKay  Reports

SALT  LAKE  CITY,  Utah,  May 
12 — The  Mormon  Church  has  no 
intention  of  liquidating  the  vast 
business  empire  it  has  built  up 
in  the  course  of  the  past  cen- 
tury, President  David  O.  Mc- 
Kay disclosed  in  an  interview. 

The  snowy-haired,  86-year-old 

President  McKay  made  the 
statement  with  the  apparent  de- 
sire of  squelching  rumors  that 
have  circulated  since  the  church 
announced  on  April  22  that  it 
was  withdrawing  from  the  com- 
mercial banking  business. 

IT  SOLD  to  private  interests, 
for  a reported  $10,000,000,  its 
controlling  block  of  stock  in 
Zion’s  First  National  Bank, 
founded  under  Brigham  Young’s 
auspices  in  1873. 

There  was  immediate  specula- 
tion that  the  church  would  divest 
itself  of  other  commercial  pro^ 

. perties  which  it  Owns  wholly  or 
jin  part.  These  include  the  Utah- 
j Idaho  Sugar  Co.;  the  Deseret 
i News  Publishing  Co.;  broadcast- 
i ing  station  KSL;  an  insurance 
i company;  a big  department  store, 
j two  hotels,  a motel,  an  office 
building  and  other  real 'estate  in 
i Salt  Lake  City;  a 260,000-acre 
! cattle  ranch  in  Florida;  a coal 
j mine;  a clothing  factory;  and 
I scores  of  farms. 

PRESIDENT  McKay  pointed 
i out  that  the  church  operates 
I many  of  its  enterprises — for  ex- 
; ample,  the  farms,  clothing  fac- 
i tory  and  coal  mine — primarily  to 
j produce  goods  for  the  far-flung 
j Mormon  welfare  program.  Near- 
I ly  90,000  unemployed,  aged  or 
1 otherwise  indigent  persons  re- 
! ceived  food,  fuel  and  clothing 
1 last  year  under  this  program.

product  of  Mormon  history. 
When  the  Mormon  pioneers  trek- 
ked west  after  1847  to  found 
their  “New  Zion”  in  a desolate 
wilderness  that  no  one  else  wan- 
ted, the  church  was  the  only 
agency  which  had  the  capital  and 
the  leadership  to  provide  nec- 
essary services  such  as  banking 
and  insurance. 

IT  BUILT  hotels  “because  we 
needed  places  for  visitors  to 
stay,”  President  McKay  explain- 
ed. It  started  a department  store 
because  no  one  else  had  done 
so — and  Mormon  families  need- 
ed a place  to  shop.  It  pioneered 
the  sugar  beet  industry  in  the 
West  because  a new,  exportable 
crop  was  needed  to  stabilize  the 
agricultural  economy. 

How  much  the  church  earns 
annually  from  its  highly  diversi- 
ifed  business  holdings  has  never 
been  disclosed.  But  its  expendi- 
tures for  religious  and  welfare 
purposes  are  reported.  They  to- 
tal about  $55,000,000  a year. 

OFFICIALS  say  that  most  of 
this  money  comes,  not  from  bus- 
iness profits,  but  from  the  tithes 
of  church  members.  Each  of  the 
church’s  1,700,000  members  is 
expected  to  give  one- tenth  of 
his  income  to  the  church. 

President  McKay  said  there 
has  been  “some  sentiment”  am- 
ong Mormons  in  favor  of  the 
church’s  divesting  itself  of  all 
business  properties. 

“THERE  ARE  people  who  say 
it  is  ‘unfair’  for  the  church,  sup- 
ported as  it  is  by  tithes,  to  com- 
pete with  its  own  members  and 
others  in  private  business,”  he 
said. 

He  indicated  that  he  person- 
ally has  a distaste  for  church 
involvement  in  any  highly  com- 
petitive commercial  activity,  and 
that  this,  was  a major  factor 
in  the  decision  to  get  out  of  com- 
mercial banking. 

“BUT  I SEE  no  reason  why  we 
should  pull  out  of  the  sugar  bus- 
iness which,  after  all,  the  church 
started,”  he  said.  “Nor  do  I see 
any  likelihood  of  our  withdraw- 
ing from  business  which  the 
church  started  to  provide  neces- 
sary public  services,  and  which 
are  still  providing  those  ser- 
vices.” 

He  indicated  that  the  news- 
paper and  broadcasting  station, 
the  insurance  company,  the  ho- 
tels and  department  store  fell 
into  this  category.

Usually  statements  of  purpose  come  at  the  beginning,  but 
1 then  what  is  a surer  guarantee  of  “success”  than  to  outline 
goals  after  the  pursuit  ? 


In  general,  this  column  proposed  to : 

1.  INTERPRET  the  political  scene  in  Brigham  Young 
University,  student  government,  so  that  students  would  be  a 
little  more  aware  of  the  meaning  of  actions. 


2.  GENERATE  awareness  of  what  membership  in  the 
National  Students  Association  means  to  each  student,  espec- 
ially emphasizing  how  each  student  is  being  spoken  for  by 
this  political  pressure  group.  And  to  raise  these  questions: 
Can  we  get  the  few  services  offered  by  NSA  on  our  own  or 
elsewhere,  without  having  to  affiliate  with  such  a pressure 
group?  Does  NSA  membership  brighten  the  understanding 
in  world  affairs  of  the  entire  studentbody  or  merely  of  the 
chosen  few  who  serve  on  the  committee?  (If  the  Universe 
had  the  $750  we  spent  this  year  on  NSA,  could  it  do  more 
to  brighten  the  entire  studentbody’s  understanding  of  world 
affairs  than  does  NSA  membership?)  # 

Last  summer  Denver  University  pulled  out  of  the  as- 
sociation; the  reasons  they  cited  make  very  interesting  read- 
ing. 

3.  STIMULATE  thinking  on  ways  to  improve  the  policies 
and  functioning  of  ASBYU,  viz.  discussing  Supreme  Court’s 
action  in  the  Oregon.  Club  v.  IOC  case,  urging  that  flag  twirl- 
er-songleader  selection  be  put  above  criticism,  and  suggesting 
a different  theory  for  primary  voting. 

4.  OPPOSE  attempts  of  any  body  or  convention  to  speak 
for  the  students  on  national  affairs,  on  grounds  that  these 
bodies  are  inappropriate  for  such  actions.  After  all,  the  ma- 
jority of  students  are  apathetic  toward  student  government 
(studies  come  first)  and  do  not  participate.  Hence,  any  claim 
to  reflect  their  views  is  hopelessly  indefensible  and  ridiculous- 
ly invalid. 

Consequently,  the  underlying  purpose  has  always  been 
to  emphasize  the  local  or  campus  functions  of  student  govern- 
ment.

: Dr.  John  R.  Halliday,  profes- 
sor of  music  at  Brigham  Young 
University,  will  take  a year’s 
leave  of  , absence  for  the  school 
year  1960-61  to  do  post-doctoral 
study  and  teaching  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  California  Riverside 
campus. 

FOR  THE  PAST  11  years  Dr. 
Halliday  has  been  chairman  of 
the  BYU  Music  Department.  He 
will  be  succeeded  by  Dr.  Craw- 
ford Gates. 


! Under  Dr.  Halliday,  the  de- 
partment has  grown  to  40  fac- 
ulty members  and  over  200  stu- 
dents with  a music  major.  More 
than  2300  BYU  students  register 
in  the  music  classes  each  year. 

In  1952  he  organized  the  Mad- 
rigal Singers  and  with  this  group 
has  toured  many  thousands  of 
miles  throughout  the  United 


States  and  Canada.  The  group 
has  made  four  commercial  re- 
cordings and  appeared  in  num- 
erous radio  and  television  per- 
formances. 

DURING  HIS  career,  Dr.  Hal- 
liday has  studied  at  BYU  where 
he  received  the  A.B.  and  M.A. 
degrees,  Eastman  School  of  Mu- 
sic in  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  where  he 
received  the  Ph.D.  degree,  the 
State  Academy  of  Music  in  Ber- 
lin, Ecole  Normale  de  Musique 
in  Paris,  and  a private  school  in 
Rome. 

He  began  teaching  at  BYU  in 
1936  and  the  following  year  he 
served  as  assistant  director  of 
the  Salt  Lake  Tabernacle  Choir. 
In  1943  he  became  director  of 
the  BYU  Band  and  during  the 
year  1948-49  he  served  as  act- 
ing dean  of  the  College  of  Fine 
Arts.
